$6600 this year. Do I have to 
retire to get Medicare bene- 
fits? Must my employer be 
notified if I do file an appli- 
cation? 

(A) You don't have to re- 
tire to obtain Medicare bone- 
fits. All that is required is 
that you complete an applica- 
tion and prove your age. 
When you sign up you will 
receive a full explanation- of 
how and when .regular bene- 
fits can be paid. Your rec- 
ords at Social Security are 
confidential, so your employ- 
er will not be contacted with- 
out your permission. . 

• (Q) If I retire livAugust, 
after earning over $4000 for 
the year, do I have to wait 
until January todraw m y So- 
clal Security since my earn- 
ings are over the $1500 al- 
lowed by Social Security? 
(A) No, your checks will 



begin with the first month 
you 'limit your monthly earn- 
ings to $125 as an employee 
or render no substantial sor- 
vico in self-employment. 

(Q) I will be 65 years old 
in December of this year. 
When should I file for Medi- 
care benefits? 

(A) ' If you sign up during 
the three month period be- 
fore the month of your ostli 
birthday, you will be protect- 
ed as of the month you reach 
age 65. If you wait and do 
not sign up until the month 
in which you are 65, your 
coverage will not begin until 
the next month.' In other 
wqrds, wailing until you are 
65 could result in- a lost 
month of insurance. If. you 
wait longer than one month, 
there would bo a further de- 
lay in this coverage* You 
would' be covered for hospi- 
tal insurance as soon as you 
apply.
